Former President Says His faction in 


Requiring Rights Was Regular and 


Inspired by Popular Demand 


NEW YORK, Oct. 5. — Theodore 


Roosevelt lias an article on '.'How the 
United .State's . Acquired the Bight to 
Dig the Panama Canal," in the. cur- 
rent • number. of the 
Outlook.-. -Mr. 


Roosevelt discusses statements which 
have been made from time 'to time 
that ho acted-in an unconstitutional 
manner end usurped authority in con- 
nection with the Panama project, and 
he upholds the regularity of the pro- 
ceedings throughout. 


He says, that .his. message to Con- 


gress set forth in full and In detail 
every essential fact connected with 
the various phases of the acquisition 
of the Panama canal, and ho adds: 


"The simple fact was that when 


the interest of the American people 
Imperatively demanded that a certain 
act should be done and I had the 
power to do'lt, I did It, unless It was 
specially prohibited by law, Instead 
of timidly refusing to do It .unless"I 
could find some .provision 
of law 


which rendered It imperative, that I 
should do It. In other words, I gave 
the benefit of the doubt to the people 
of the United States and not to any 
group of-bandits, foreign or domestic, 
whose Interests happened to be ad- 
verse to those of the • people of the 
United States. .

POWER OF PRESIDENT.

my judgment,

has very great powers-If he chooses 
to exercise those .powers;, but. that.

- "If I had observed a Judicial Inac- 
tivity about what was going on at the 
Isthmus, had let things take their 
course and had then submitted an 
elaborate report thereon to. Congress, 
I would have furnished the oppor- 
tunity for much masterly debate In 
ConsToss, which wocid now be going 
on, and the canal would still be flrfy 
years in the future. 


"The interests of tho American peo- 


ple demanded that I should act just 
exactly as I did act; and I would have 
taken the action I actually did take 
even though I had been certain that 
to do so meant my prompt retirement 
from public life at the next election; 
for the only thing which makes It 
worth while to hold a big office Is 
taking advantage of the opportunities 
the office offers; to do some .big thing 
that ought to be done and is. worth 
doing." 


THE COIXXWBIA INCIDENT. 


Concerning the opposition of Co- 
lombia, Mr. Roosevelt Bays;

The Sacramento Bee and the Los Angeles Express continue to 


assert that the anti-trust laws are not being enforced in good faith; 
that the administration 3s secretly favoring unlawful combinations 
of capital while pretending to bring them to account for their vio- 
lations of the. statutes. - OH the other hand,, the President is severely, 
criticized for the activity with which trust corporations are being 
prosecuted. He is charged with harrying capital to please the mob, 
with proceeding harshly and unjustly against corporate enterprises 
for political effect. 
'^ • 


Perhaps the best answer to these diametrically opposite criti- 


cisms is that given by the President himself in his speech at'Water- 
loo, Iowa. In that speech Mr. Taft not only clearly stated his posi- 
tion and gave his reasons therefor. He emphatically stated that,his 
purpose is to prosecute all offenders against the law without dis- 
crimination. Here is what he says: 


"It is the sworn duty of the executive to enforce the law, and 


as long as such combinations exist and are known to exist to the law 
officers of the government in any way, they would be lacking in their 
duty if they did not prosecute them. ' They are under my orders to 
treat the prosecution of trusts like the bringing of any other suits 
which are within .the scope and duty of the Department of Justice 
ayti I must decline to admit that there is any discretion which woulc 
(Stable the attorney-general and his assistants to stay the hand of 
the government in respect of such violations of law. I do not think 
it need be long continued, because I believe that the business com- 


' munity itself is rapidly taking in the effect of the decisions of the 


Supreme Court,, and that we may expect a revolution of feeling on the 
attitude of business men toward this step. 


"I have heard the severest criticism, from some men engaged in 


business, of the anti-trust law. It is difficult for me to argue with 
them, because I don't understand how their "position can be sup- 
ported in the slightest. 
• They seem to think that there ought to 


be some measure making legal the control of competition and lim- 
ited monopoly, some statute enacted which shall establish a line 
between those monopolies that are reasonable and those that are 
not—those that are benevolent 'and those that are unconscionable. 
No such line is possible, and the Supreme Court has expressly so de- 
cided. 
Mourning over a condition which is inevitable .is useless, 


and until they realize that their views in this, regard must be rad- 
ically changed their complaints must fall upon 'deaf ears." 


There is no mistaking this, language: .It is notice plainly given 


to the trusts that they must render obedience to the law or be prose- 
cuted.. There is not the -slightest hint of ^wavering or uncertainty in 
what the President says.. No straighten talk was ever delivered on 
such a subject. No language is less subject to distortion or misun- 
derstanding.

State Controller Nye takes a shot at the Constitutional amend- 


ment providing for holding sessions of the Legislature on the instal- 
ment plan. The Controller says there* is no good reason for putting 
the Legislature in divided skirts, which is quite true: But it is 
something out of the ordinary, something new, strange and irregu- 
lar and'therefore is to be taken as an improvement on.the existing 
order. Nevertheless it is merely a nonsensical device for holding 
up legislation. It can have no practical beneficial result. 
The 


amendment was concocted by Senator Caminetti, .Democrat,' who 
tried to make himself the Danton of a new revolution during the 
last session of the Legislature. 
Having the Legislature hold ses- 


sions on the instalment plan seems to have sprung from his desire 
to rip the constitution up the back. The advice to vote it down is 
excellent and ought to be followed. Indeed, the voter will make no 
mistake if he takes a pot shot at the whole bunch of amendments. 


AUSTIN! 


It is now stated that the object of moving the game farm is to 


take it out of the hands of the Southern Pacific. That plea would 
justify moving every public institution in the State.. The. Southern 
Pacific has no more interest in the location of the game farm than it 
has in the fourth dimension of space. 


The Turkish-Italian war promises to be a trumpery affair, for the 


simple reason that Turkey cannot get at her enemy and the other 
powers refuse to be drawn into .the squabble. The Sultan's crazy 
warships dare not poke their noses out of the Dardanelles, and there 
is no organized Turkish force in Tripoli. The wild tribesmen are 
brave enough, but they are wholly undisciplined and are destitute of 
any military organization worthy of the name. It is reported that 
a great body of them are assembled in the vicinity of,the port, of 
Tripoli, but the French-and English have invariably, scattered such 
motley armies with very much inferior forces. It looks now as if 
Turkey would surrender Tripoli without making a serious struggle 
to retain it. Indeed she seems po.werless in the matten She can- 
not invade Italy and she cannot transport troops across the Medi- 
terranean to Tripoli. Her treasury is" empty and her navy a ridicu- 
lous pretense.

-Ctecl the commission form of government by an 


overwhelming majority. The issue was fairly joined and the com- 
mission charter was vigorously supported by the daily papers. Nev- 
ertheless it was defeated on the specific ground that it was unwise 
to hand the municipality over to the unrestricted control of five men.

Jhe War on Sunday Sports. 


In various States the clergy are urging prosecutions for violations 


of Sunday, laws which have long been disregarded. These prosecu^ 


• tions are mainly directed at ball-playing, fishing, hunting and vari- 
ous clean out-door sports that are healthful for body and mind. It 
is. doubtful if the cause of religion or morality is helped .by these 
attempts to enforce Sabbath observance in a way that is ob- 
noxious to a large body of the population. 
Many, of the 


clergymen who are urging on this Sunday law crusade ' take 


: a. bilious view of religion; are pronr to look upon joy 
and 


recreation as sinful and corrupting, and to regard play'- and 
laughter on Sunday as impiety and profanation. They are shocked 
. at the sound of gay music on Sunday, the .sight of boys playing 
ball, at golf and tennis playing, they life their hands in horror at 
fishing, hunting and dancing at Sunday picnics. -They want picture 
would close up everything but the churches. They want everybody 
to be prim, silent and solemn on Sunday. They would repress every 
natural emotion and instinct and make the Sabbath a dav of sadness 
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and gloom. To accomplish this they are reviving obsolete statutes 
and interfering- with all forms of popular amusement.'. They cannot 
be brought to understand that cheerfulness is not a sign of iniquity, 
that .the joy of living is a gift.from God, that innocent, healthy exer- 
cise fortifies the mind against temptation an'd the body against dis- 
ease. They are trying to impose, a. sacredotalism that the' people 
reject and resent. That, their mistaken efforts, are drixing the peo- 
ple'away from the churches and from'.communion with the clergy. 
They complain that thousands flock to the ball games and the public 
concerts in the parks while they preach .to empty pews, but they 
cannot be brought to recognize that every normal instinct cannot 
be repressed .in .this day and age, more's the pity. They have failed 
to .make any distinction between vice and. recreations which are in- 
nocent, even if mere animal ebullitions-of health and spirits. There 
are wholesome and unwholesome amusements, and it is not wise to 
decry all amusements because some are unwholesome; or because 
vicious tendencies are allowed to develop in ; recreations of them- 
selves harmless and innocent' Repression-provokes resentment and 
resistance and is not an aid to religion or morality'., The expression 
of religious sentiment is largely temperamental, anyway, and.it can- 
not be'made to follow any narrow rule. Being a part of. the life of 
a people,,it must inevitably partake of-the character of a people. 
Nor is it rational to assume .that freedom from the .cares: and tasks 
of daily life means a cessation,of all activity, all joyous .expression 
and all innocent recreation. Rest and recreation are in a sense 
synonymous. God did not ordain that.His creatures should approach 
Him.in a spirit of.unhappiness. Because we are forbidden to work 
on Sunday is no reason why we should not play: The effort to sup- 
press physical cravings has the effect :of turning the masses against 
piritual teaching.

persistence and intelligence; that it is fighting hog cholera and Texas 
fever in cattle it will do mankind an- inestimable service.

While all cases cannot be cured nor the disease be 
wholly eradicated, a large proportion.of the afflicted can be cured by 
proper arid timely treatment and the'spread of the disease arrested 
by wise and methodical preventive ^measures. Vast sums are spent 
to fight and prevent the spread, of typhoid, fever.. .Why should not 
the same efforts be put forth against tuberculosis'?, ':'

And .this "divinity" of Jesus has been a 
sort of credal test of the historical church, 
belief In the "divinity" of. Jesus being 
considered necessary to worthful religion 
and to "salvation."

But with all the historical'Juggling with 


the term "divinity," and with all the ve- 
hement insistence on acceptance' ,of it 
as a fact to be Incorporated In one's sav- 
rellgious faith, there has never been a 
clear and straightforward, statement by 
the church as to the meaning of "divin- 
ity." 
"Do you believe In the divinity of 


Jesus?" is the first question 'tha orthodox 
asks of the liberal. But If the liberal asks 
the orthodox what he means by the term 
"divinity," It -is usually very difficult to 
get a clear and significant answer, much 
less any example or Illustration o£ the 
nature or operation or effects of "di- 
vinity." 


Happily, the good .fellowship .obtaining 


in these days -between parties of .the most 
various religious beliefs and 
traditions 


makes it possible for, all questions, and 
facts relating to the Christian religion to 
be discussed in calmness and good feeling, 
and with the hope of agreeing finally on 
the meaning- of the terms-.and premises 
used. Does the term "divinity" refer to 
the manner of the: beginning of the life' of 
the divine one, or to .the "essence" or 
"substance" of his being, or to some "In- 
definable likeness to the deity, or to some 
peculiarly Intimate relationship ~ to 
the 


deity, or'to all of these, and if so, what 
is the nature of thls«begtrinihg or essence 
or substance or likeness or relationship? 
In other words, If we are to use the word 
"divinity" and consider it important In 
our estimate of Jesus, let us make sure 
that we know and agree on the;, meaning 
of the term we are using", precisely as we 
do in discussions of a scientific or moral 


i or political character.

the jobbing business which are worse 
than the large 
manufacturing trusts. 


I am engaged at the present time In 
investigating the methods -used not only 
by four of the largest companies on this 
coast, but also by jobbing houses In this 
city ana Portland. The latter- have been 
very aggressive In stopping' any competi- 
tion, whatever, by refusing to buy goods 
from manufacturers who would sell their 
product to any one who thought that 
they could engage in the same business 
as the older firm. The older firm would 
send out its ultimatum and, of course, 
what could the manufacturer do but cut 
the new dealer off of his list of purchas- 
ers, conforming; to the wishes of the 
jobber.

creations in a wealth of different 
sizes .and shapes. " Upon the walls 
may be read the history of the war- 
fare of .the redman and of his ten- 
dency throughout all ages to scalp his 
enemies and to take from the battle- 
field a portion of the head of. his ad- 
versary as a trophy of war. 


In the Graeco-Romah room :one 


finds the specimens and bits of un- 
earthed 
relics including heads of 


beaver, fawns aud articles common 
to the museum dealing with this most 
Interesting part of history and pic- 
tures of which are so frequently re- 
produced. 
To adequately describe 


this collection would require more 
than one volume of a large book, and 
not a few of yesterday's visitors were 
not satisfied with the three hours 
spent in the building, voicing their 
determination to return another day.

The 
Council meeting. in Paris today was call- 
ed to take necessary steps - for a later 
meeting. 
The .'conference finds itself 


taken by • surprise by. an entirely unex- 
pected -situation and Is of the. opinion 
that .under the circumstances nothing: Is 
-left for it but to reserve any decision as 
to the next meeting." 


DENIAL IS MADE. 


. One of the Italian delegates interrupted 
to say that it was not true there had 
been an epidemic ,of 
cholera in Italy. 


There had been cholera, but It was not 
fair for the Council to embody in a res- 
olution to be published throughout the 
world a statement that cholera was epi- 
demic in Italy. He declared that if the 
Council did not meet In Italy the whole 
Italian group would withdraw. 


The resolution '. continued: 
"True to the ideals of peace which form 


the program and are the reasons for the 
existence " of 
the 
Inter-parliamentary 


Union, "which desires more than ever to 
remain their firm champion, .the Council 
considers it its paramount duty to ex- 
press its strong regret that so small re- 
gard has been, shown for the : guiding 
principles' of peace and Justice of The 
Hague conferences and that the recent 
declaration, of. war by-Italy has been so 
precipitate that even 'opportunity for an 
understanding has 'been -rendered impos- 
sible, or intervention, according to.-artlcles 
3-48 
of The Hague' convention, of October 


18, 1307.

point the Italian delegates 


gathered up their papers hurriedly, and 
started: to leave the room. Baron Von 
Plener of Austria and Senator House, 
author, of-'Belgium, detained them at the 
door. 
The ' proceedings were stopped 


while an earnest talk went on between 
the Italian delegates and the .Interceders. 
It ended by. the Italians resuming their 
seats temporarily.
